Giar  National  Forests  are  far  the  greater  part  covered 
with  timber , but  In  the  more  sparsely  timbered  areas, 
in  old  burns,  and  in  mountain  meadows,  rich  grasses 
afford  wonderful  summer  pasture  for  great  herds  of 
cattle  and  flocks  of  sheep,  which  come  in  from  adjourning 
ranches  or  desert  winter  range 0
